TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 



May it Please Youe Majesty, 

I respectfully beg leave to lay before your Majesty a Report of the pro- 
ceedings of the Queen’s College, Galway, during the Session 1852-53. These 
proceedings offer nothing that call for any lengthened observations. 

The answering at the Matriculation Examinations, during the past Session, 
was somewhat superior to that on previous occasions, but every day’s experience 
tends to show how totally the interests of education have been neglected in this 
province, and how imperatively necessary it has become, by the establishment of 
really ofBcient schools, to diffuse more widely the advantages of knowledp. 
Indeed if the foundation of this College had done nothing more than caU attention 
to the lamentable state of this district, as regards education, it would go far to 
justify the policy of those by whom it was established. 

The following Table exhibits the number of Students who have joined the 
College since its first opening. It will he seen that the numbers rantinne to 
represent in fair proportions those classes of the different persuasions which 
look for academical instruction. It is satisfactory to find that a College founded 
on the principle of religious equality, and seeking to unite aU classes 
should continue, in defiance of every opposition, to receive support firom aU

In the last Report I had the honour of presenting I referred to those various 
difficulties with which this College has to struggle. These, I lament to saj, still 
exist, and interrupt in no small degree the progress of the College. The want of 
cheap and suitahle residences imposes upon the Student great inconvenience, 
discomfort, and expense. When it is remembered that the system pursued in 
the Queens College requires from the Student constant attendance upon the 
College Lectimes, and that the immediate locality affords but little, if an}', 
support to the College, the obstacle presented by the want of proper halls, or 
residences, to the increase of the number of Students will be easily understood. 
For such a state of things a remedy was contemplated by the Act which founded 
the College, viz., the erection of halls or boarding bouses. Such a measure, 
requiring no considerable expenditure, would, I have no doubt, incalculably 
increase the utility of the College, and be a proper supplement and completion to 
the Act which founded these noble institutions. 

As the number of Students is diminished by the want of suitable residences, 
so the educational progress of those who do resort to the College is retarded 
hy the defective state of preparation in which they present themselves. The 
province, as far as intermediate schools are concerned, presents a spectacle 
most disheartening to the friends of enliglitonmeiit. But few schools, and those 
hut thinly attended, exist. A complete reform in this important concern is required 
to elevate the province to a rank with the rest of the empire, and to give full 
scope to the action of the Queen’s College. I do not refer at greater length to 
this important matter, because I know that it occupies at present the anxious 
attention of the enlightened head of the Irish Government. 

The small sum originally allocated to the furnishing of the various departments 
of the College has been found inadequate to place them in a proper condition. 
The representations of the Presidents of the three Colleges and of the Senate 
of the Queen’s University on this subject have received from the Lord Lieutenant 
the most prompt and gracious attention. There is little doubt that the repre- 
sentations of His Excellency on this subject will succeed in remedying this defect, 
and in rendering every department of the College worthy of the eminent men 
employed in dispensing education, and of the high mission they have to accomplish. 

The subjoined Reports of the Professors attest the zeal with which these 
gentlemen, discharge their duties, and their efforts to compensate, by nicreascd 
attention, for the inadequate school education the students ha^'e received. 

No Report, it will be seen, appears from the Professor of Mathematics. I 
cannot refer to that fact without adverting to the sad cause of its omission, and 
to the irreparable loss the College has sustained in the death of the excellent and 
able man who filled the chair of Mathematics. Ur. Mulcahy held, admittedly, 
the highest place among those eminent scholars who continue to confer so much 
lustre upon the Dublin University, and gave to the Queen’s College, on its first 
opening, all the strength it was sure to derive from abilities of so rare an order. 
His death has deprived the Professorial body of a teacher unsurpassed in the 
faculty of communicating knowledge, and the College of one whose character was 
in itself a strong assurance of its ultimate success. 

In the Reports of the Deans of Residences will be found satisfactory testimony 
to the moral and religious conduct of the Students submitted to their control. I 
- cannot do sufficient justice to the loyal and disinterested zeal with which these 
reverend gentlemen continue to assist in carrying out the benevolent policy 
which established these Colleges, and to contribute by their exertions to the 
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success of an institution founded at once to enlighten and unite all classes of the 
people. 

To the exemplary conduct which has almost uniformly distinguished our 
Students, one exception during this Session occiu-red, in the case of two Students 
who, at a public institution, were guilty of abroach of decorum and of a subsequent 
violation of the law. The College authorities were not slow' to mark their sense 
of this impropriety, and to annex such a penalty to the offence as will prevent its 
repetition. An appeal to the Visitors on the subject, I need scarcely say, received 
full and immediate attention, when the decision of the College authorities was 
unauimously confirmed by tlie Board of Visitors. 

In concluding this Keport I am glad to he able to repeat my conscientious 
conviction tliat the cause of nnited education— even in this unpromising locality— 
is steadily advancing. The zeal for knowledge, notwithstanding all that has been 
done to check or pervert it, still lives in the hearts of the Irish people. That 
passion no pow'er can extinguish; nor will institutions founded on the principle 
of complete religious equality, and tending to unite all classes and persuasions, 
be deserted by a people whose worst calamities have arisen from their mutual 
dissensions.

1852-53. 



FACULTY OF ARTS. 

Report of Professor of the Greek Langdage. 

During the Session of 1852-53 I delivered 224 lectm*es. The number of Students in attendance 
was 18. The division of the classes was the same as in former years. The attendance of the 
Students was, for the most part, very regular, and theii* conduct, without any exception, perfectly 
satisfactory. As to their progress, I have only to repeat the remark which I have made in foi'mer 
returns, that where the previous prepai’ation had been even tolerable, they generally showed a 
marked improvement attheir Sessional Examination; but, in many cases, their knowledge of Greek 
at their Blatriculation was very limited, and it is almost impo.ssible that such men can ever be made 
even respectable scholars. 

In addition to the lectures above mentioned, I gave a course of lectures weekly throughout the 
Session, without any charge, to Students of the third year, who intended to become Candidates for 
Classical Honours at then.' Degree Examinations. Only one gentleman attended these Lectures. 
His progress was most satisfactory; but he was prevented from graduating in his regular course, in 
consequence of his receiving the appointment of assistant in the observatory of the Earl of Roase.

Report of Professor of the Latin L^tAnodage. 

I delivered, during the last Session, 238 Lectures to 4 classes — three classes atteudingtbe courses 
prescribed in the curriculum, and a voluntary class, reading with a view to the Degree Examination. 
While I can speak in terms of marked approval of the attention displayed by the great majority 
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of the Students attending my Lectures, I have still to lament the inadequacy of the school education 
vrhich many of them have received. The deficiency, in the case of some, has been so "teat— amount- 
ing to atotal ignorance of the principles of Grammar— as to preclude the possibility of their derivin*^ 
any advantage from my Lectures. ® 

On the other hand, the progress of those who did not labour under this impediment has been satis- 
factory. 

I am rejoiced to learn that the Senate of the Queen’s University are considerin'^ the expediencv 
of lightening the courses. Tho adoption of such a measure would, I am convinced* be productive 
the most salutary consequences, not merely in my own, but in every other depiurtment of the Colle«m.

Repout of Professor of English Literature and History. 

Owing to very peculiw cu-cumstaneea, over which the College authorities had no control, the Lec- 
tures in English Literature and History did cot commence until late in the Session of 1852-53. 
During the portion of the Session in which these Lectures could be given, I did all I could to make 
up for the time that had been lost; and I have heartfelt satisfiiction in reporting to you that tlie Stu- 
dents of both my classes prepared for the Lectures with diligence, and attended most punctually. 

I gave 59 Lectures to the Students in Arts of the first year. This class consisted of 14. One of 
these was absent all through the couroe; one attended 20 Lectui-es; and as to the remaining 12, the 
lowest number of Lectm-es attended by .'uiy one of them was 50, tho highest was 57. 

The Students of the third year’s class wei’o 10. I gave 38 Lectures to this class; one of fop se 
Students was unavoid.ably absent for a gi-eat poj-tion of the Session, and he attended only 21 Lectures. 
Of the i-eraaining nine, one attended 27 Lectures, aud the lowest niimbev of Lectures attended by any 
of the otliers was 28. With two exceptions, the lowest number of Ijcctures attended by any of the 
Students of this class was 32.

On the whole, I am. satisfied with the progi’css of the two Classes, and I feel it my pleasing duty 
to mention Blr. P. Hughes,* as having Iiigldy distinguished himself in the German Class. Having 
pursued these studies voluntaiil)', he could not obtain a prize, aceoitUng to the regulations of the 
Council of this College.

Report of Professor of Logic and Metaphysics. 

I beg to transmit the annexed Report, respecting the departments of Logic and Metaphysics, for 
the Session ending Juno, 1853. . 

I found it expedient to divide the Students of Logic into three Classes accordmg to their ^o- 
fleiency. The number of Lectures on Logic delivered by me during the Session Wi« 103. The 
attention of the Students was most satisfactory ; the answering of some of them at the Sessiond and 
Prize Examinations was highly creditable, and I had not occasion to censui-e the preparanon of any. 

In the fii'St term of the Session, I lectured on the Metaphysics of the Course prescribed tor Senior 
Scholarship in Metaphysical and Economic Science. Attendance on this Course being voluntan, 1 
did not keep an account of the Leetui-es. 

During the second and third terms of the Session I delivered 56 Lectures oa Metaphysics-- 
including a tolerably extensive view of the Philosophy of the Inductive beiences, to such btudents 
in Arts of the third year as had selected this course of study. I am enabled to speak in the Jughest 
terms of the indnstiy and ability of the Students of this Class; and it^ gives me much pleasure to 
add, that two of them obtained honors in the depai-tment of Logic and Metaphysics at the 
recent Examinations in the University. ^
